Quail Opens Saturday; 
Rabbit Season Nov. 26 



Hunters in Antioch, community are 
reporting good hunting for the elu- 
sive cock pheasant this week after 
the opening on Friday, Nov. 11. 
Most hunters had good luck open- 
ing day, but the birds are sitting 
pretty tight and must be flushed 
since that time. The season will 
remain -open the balance of this 
month. 

Of less interest here is the opening 
of the quail season on Saturday, 
Nov. 19, since quail are not plentiful 
this far north, but a great many 
hunters will travel southward for 
the opening. 

Rabbit season is not open. In 
former years the opening season 
on cottontails has been set to co- 
incide with the pheasant season, but 
this year the season will not open 
until November 2B. Hunting li- 
censes, which carry a short resume 
of regulations, were printed before 
the season was set for this year, 
and still carry the Nov. 11 date as 
the opening of rabbit season. 

The fact that the licenses carry 
wrong information will not justify a 
hunter to kill rabbits, according to 
conservation authorities, who believe 
that sufficient publicity has been 
given the matter to acquaint each 
hunter with the law. The rabbit 
season will open at noon on the 
opening day, and run from sunrise 
till sundown each succeeding day 
until the closing date, January 20.

A schedule drawn up 
for the committee,' provides that 
working drawings of the pool will 
be in the hands of contractors for 
bids on January, 1, 1956, and that 
sufficient time will be allowed that 
the pool can be constructed and 
ready for use by June 1, 1956. 

Plans are presently under way to 
launch a bond drive early in Janu- 
ary. A preliminary survey, made 
by the committee earlier this year, 
showed that a majority of residents 
are in favor of providing a pool for 
the community, and it was this re- 
sponse which caused the club and 
the committee to carry on with, 
the plans.

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Soviets Visit a Stock Exchange 

A group of lop Soviet newspapermen is now 
touring this country. Shortly after their arrival, 
these reporters were taken on a visit to the nation's 
principal stock exchange. 

That must have been quite a revelation to them. 
For there is no stock exchange in Russia — and there 
hasn't been since the communist revolution. 

The stock exchange is a pretty good example of 
the difference between a free economic system and 
a totalitarian economic system. In Russia, of course, 
capital is invested — huge sums of capital, But the 
state is the only Investor. It makes all the decisions, 
to suit its own ends, and it implements those de- 
cisions with whatever force is necessary. The in- 
dividual citizen has no voice in where the money 
goes, or what it is used to produce. 

Under our free system, by contrast, the individual 
makes the choice. He buys or sells shares in one 
company or another on the basis of his own knowl- 
edge, judgment, and beliefs. He takes his own 
chances, and no commisar or bureaucrat tells him 
what industry he can or cannot invest his savings in. 
This is how economic democracy works in the Amer- 
ican Republic. 

The Russian newspapermen will see many a nov- 
elty in the broad USA. The stock exchange will 
be well up on the list.

Old, Sod Story 

"The socialist temptation, like the one so suc- 
cessfully pulled by the Serpent of Eden, is always 
soft-voiced and seductive," writes Holmes Alexander, 
a nationally syndicated columnist. "It invites us in 
the wiliest of ways to slough off the human burden 
of hard work and hard luck and thus rise above God. 
And how do we attain this sinner's paradise? The 
answer lies in one of the oldest stories in all literature

The Atmosphere Is What Counts 
"A good example of what abundant capita! and 
the efficiency developed in American industry will 
do for the public "may be seen by comparing the 
prices of gasoline with wages during the past 50 
years," says Christian Economics. It then points 
out that, since 1903, the tank wagon price of gaso- 
line has actually fallen by about 10 per cent, while 
the wages of laborers, mechanics, and oil refinery 



workers have Increased up to 1,250 per cent. The 
magazine adds: "The great abilities of a compara- 
tively few Industrial managers backtfd by the savings 
of tho people are responsible for this enormous In- 
crease In well-being." 

The record of the American oil Industry is un- 
rivaled anywhere else in the world. That Isn't 
because we were uniquely blessed with oil resources 
by Nature — other countries, Russia being one, have 
vast resources too. And other countries have scien- 
tists and geologists and other technicians of high 
ability. 

What is the reason then — what has been the 
secret of success? Writing in the magazine, Ser- 
vice, W. Alton Jones put It this way: "Granted that 
our industry boasts many men of vision, skill and 
zeal, this is not the whole answer. These same men, 
with all their talents, could never have succeeded in 
an atmosphere unfriendly to Individual Initiative — 
to what we call 'private enterprise.'"

"It is money that makes the mare to trot," wrote 
the poet John Wolcot some two centuries ago.

And 
that means that we need to maintain the kind of 
economic climate which induces people to invest their 
savings in job-making enterprise.

WASHINGTON-Fcw phenomena 
in nature have stirred more gen- 
eral Interest than the Ironaforma- 
tlon of the somewhat repulsive 
'worm" Into the beautifully col- 
ored winged Insect, but the real 
marvel Is the previous transfor- 
mation of Insect Into "worm/' 
which, since It takes place Inside 
the egg, nobody ever sees to won- 
der about. 

It often hns been assumed that 
the wormllkc form represents 
some cnrllor rung In the evolution- 
ary ladder through which the In- 
sect race progressed In the ancient 
days of life on earth and which 
each Individual must repeat In a 
somewhat telescoped fashion be- 
fore birth. Thus man and higher 
mammals are supposed to pass 
through stages of their vetcbrate 
ancestry before birth. In the case 
of the Insects, It Is speculated, part 
of this embryonic development 
takes place outside the egg. 

This. Is contrary to fact, says 
Dr R. E. Snodgrass of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. He says the 
caterpillar is not an immature but- 
terfly. In Borne way not under- 
stood the insect egg becomes two 
animals, each independent of the 
other and each of which is born, 
leads Its own life and perishes.

20,000 Rats Killed

Boundaries for Air 

Interceptor Base at 

Kansasville Not Set 



Boundaries for the Bong jet in- 
terceptor base, to be constructed 
at Kansasville, Wis., about 12 miles 
north of Antioch, have ■ not been 
set as yet, according, to information 
from Brigadier General W. M. Wise, 
commanding general of the 37th air 
division. 

Setting up of the actual boundar- 
ies of the military reservation will 
not be done until location of run- 
ways, taxi strips and other facilities 
are determined, and then the field 
will be fitted around these. 

Interest in the area surrounding 
the base is high because of the im- 
pact expected from the influx of 
military personnel and their fam- 
ilies It Is expected that the base 
will be manned by approximately 
1500 military men, mostly officers, 
and about 200 civilian workers. 
Present plans call for two jet inter- 
ceptor squadrons to be based at the 
field.

The danger of driving a vehicle 
too fast for conditions can never be 
stressed enough. Let us take, (or 
Instance, an auto traveling at 40 
mlteB an hour on dry pavement In 
the city or a residential Heetlon. 

If a child suddenly darts out 
onto the street only 40 feet ahead 
of you — that's approximately the 
length of two autos — you would hit 
the child before the normal reac- 
tion time of % of a second had 
set In and you bad applied your 
foot to the brake. Going at 40 
miles an hour, the average driver 
travels 44 feet before reacting to 
an emergency.

WASHINGTON-Wlld ontmnia that 
escape from the circus, pot shop or 
zoo often nrcn't as wild as the hu- 
man beings they excite by their 
chance meetings In the open. 

Toko the case of the ocelot (trop- 
ical American wildcat) who es- 
caped from a Washington pot shop 
and ronmed for more than a week 
among homes and woods around 
the Naval Observatory, dodging 
police shotgun blasts, traps baited 
with halibut nilct and a number of 
persistent coon dogs. 

After nine days of freedom, the 
hungry ocelot voluntarily limped 
back to the pet shop. 

When big cats escape they often 
cause panic, maul people and have 
even taken human lives. Thou- 
sands of volunteer searchers, po- 
lice, Marines, helicopters,' planes 
and trained dogs failed to find a 
leopard which escaped from the 
Oklahoma City zoo. The? zoo staff 
finally captured the animal by 
planting doped horse meat— but 
the meat killed the valuable ani- 
mal. 

Much less trouble was Jackie, 
a young male lion who escaped 
from New York's Madison Square 
Garden. Jackie wondered Into the 
basement and lay down for a short 
nap. He was safely caged In time 
for the circus matinee. 

A kangaroo, fresh from a TV 
debut In Baltimore, departed the 
studio and lit out across the city. 
Sunday drivers snarled traffic at 
the sight of the animal, which once 
leaped over an auto hood. The kan- 
garoo bit one pursuer, kicked the 
wind out of another In Its one- 
hour fling at freedom. 



Scientist Claims 
Birth of New Stars 

MT. HAMILTON, Calif.— Dr. 
George H. Herbig, associate as- 
tronomer In the Lick Observatory, 
has raised the possibility that he 
may have detected the "birth" of 
two new stars. 

If confirmed, the event will have 
been truly unique in the history of 
astronomy. 

The discovery of the possible 
"birth" of the two stars Is based 
chiefly on two types of evidence: 

First, Dr. Herbig has taken two 
photographs 7 years apart at the 
some point in the Orion Nebula. In 
the first of these photographs, 
taken In 1047, there arc three stars 
imbedded In a dark cloud of dust 
and gas. In the second photograph, 

taken in 1054, five stars appear 
where there were three in 1947. 

Second, Dr. Herbig and other 
astronomers have been accumu- 
lating evidence during the past 
decade that all five stars belong to 
tpeclei that have been formed re- 
cently. 



Chance of Living to 
100 Twice as Good 

MINNEAPOLIS— Chances of liv- 
ing to age 100 are twice as good 
now as they were only half a cen- 
tury ago. • 

Of the nearly 20,000,000 babies 
born In the past five years, 80,000 
should live to be 100 years old, 
says the family economics bureau 
of a national life insurance com- 
pany. Out of an equal number born 
In the early IDOO's however, only 
about 40,000 would be expected to 
reach the 100-mark. 

Of the total white American pop- 
ulation living today, approximately 
600.000 will live to be 100, on the 
basis of present trends. Out of each 
100,000 babies born in 1900, a total 
of 200 should survive to see the 
year 2,000. But of each 100,000 born 
in 1950, approximately 400 should 
live to see 2,050 A.D. 



Teen-Age Deaths Due 
Mostly to Accidents 

NEW YORK— Accidents are re- 
sponsible for 0,000 teen-age deaths 
yearly, with motor vehicles the* 
cause of a great number of the 
fatalities. 

Among boys five to fourteen, the 
loss of life from accidents is seven 
times that from acute poliomye- 
litis, and nine times the loss from 
pneumonia and influenza com- 
bined. Among the older elementary 
school boys— those at ten to four- 
teen— accidents take a greater 
number of lives than all other 
causes combined. 

Motor vehicle mishaps account 
for two-fifths of the fatalities among 
children of elementary school age. 
Drownings rank second as a cause 
of accidental death among chil- 
dren, causing nbout one fourth of 
the fatalities. Other causes contrib- 
uting in appreciable measure to 
the total are bums and conflagra- 
tions, firearms accidents, and falls.

ROCHESTEB, N.Y. — One mia- 
tokc by a hunter In the woods can 
make a mon a klllor or a victim. 
Will you be among the estimated 
BOO hunters who wilt be killed or 
3,000 who will be Injured before the 
hunting senson Is 'over7 

The answer may bo In your eyes 
— or someone else's according to 
Frc-'-W. Jobe, director of opthal- 
mlc research for Dausch & Lomb. 

He points that ability to see 
clearly Is the hunter's greatest 
asset and the greatest safety pro- 
tection for fellow Nimrods. 

In the latest survey of hunting 
accidents completed by the Na- 
tional Rifle Association, mistaking 
man-for-anlmal ranked third 
among all causes of non-scl'Mn- 
fllctcd wounds. 

This was confirmed In n study 
recently released by the Minnesota 
Conservation Federation based on 
tests and interviews with all hunt- 
ers Involved In hunting accidents 
In Minnesota in 1053. Visual tests 
revealed that less than one-fourth 
of the hunters had normal vision— 
yet few of them realized that their 
eyes were under par. 

If you are near-sighted, proper 
glasses will correct it. If you're 
far-sighted, If you're over 40 and 
have begun to push things away 
from you to get them Into focus, 
bifocal and trifocal lenses tailored 
to your special needs will solve 
the problem. A telescopic sight 
may also help you. 



Baby Births Fewer 
In West Europe 

.NEW YORK— Birth rates in most 
of Western Europe are receding 
from the peaks reached during the 
early post-war years, according to 
a study of international birth 
trends. 

In marked contrast Is -the un- 
abated baby boom In the United 
States and other English-speaking 
countries outside Europe — Canada, 
Australia, and .New Zealand— 
where birth rates have remained 
one third or more above their pre- 
war levels. The rate in the United 
States during 1954—25.3 per 1,000 
of population— was higher for any 
prewar year since the early lB20's. 

Exceptions to the general trend 
In Western Europe were noted In 
France and Norway, where the 
birth rate in 1954 was still appre- 
ciably above that recorded Just be- 
fore World War II. 

In England and Wales the rate 

rose from 15.0 per 1,000 population 
in 1045 to 20.6 In 1047, but fell to 
15.2 by 1954— not much above the , 
1935-30 average of 14.0. Austria, 
Denmark, Scotland, and Sweden 
had similar trends. 



Mad or Sad — Shed Some 
Tears for Dear Science 

LOS ANGELES— Feel a crying 
jag coming on? If so, get In touch 
with Dr. Robert Brunish of the 
University of California. He needs 
your tears for research. 

Dr. Brunish Is studying the chem- 
ical structure of tears as a possible 
clue to the elusive eye Irritant in 
smog and to learn something of 
the other factors Involved In shed- 
ding -tears. 

The scientist reports he has had 
little difficulty In getting children's 
tears. They flow profusely for sci- 
ence from his own children and 
from the children's ward in the 
U.C.L.A. hospital But adults don't 
cry readily for science, so he's 
short on adult tears. 

Tears are not Just drops of salt 
water, he says. They're a complex 
solution with a surprisingly high 
protein content. Apparently tears 
■ shed in pain, sorrow, or anger, dif- 
fer from those prompted by peel- 
ing an onion or those caused by 
smog and other Irritants. 

It is hoped that these differences 
can be detected and furnish some 
clue as to the nature of the Irritant 
in smog, he says. 

Surprise — Policeman 
Drives Beer Truck 

PITTSBURGH— The assistant po- 
lice superintendent drove a beer 
truck— in the line of duty. 

Lawrence J. Maloney borrowed 
the truck to drive up to two sus- 
pected numbers-racket headquar- 
ters. Two plain clothesmen, hiding 
in the back of the truck, hopped 
out to help Maloney make raids. 
Seven persons were arrested on 
lottery charges. 

After the Becond stop, Maloney 
said: "We've been trying to knock 
off this place for some time, but 
they always had a lookout. When 
we pulled up In that beer truck, 
they didn't- know what was going 
on until wo ran Inside."

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Storing Surplus 
Grain Poses Major 
National Problem _ 

WASHINGTON — Like glnnt fin- 
gers thrust Into the sky, the na- 
tion's grain elevators loom might- 
ier than ever In these days of 
grain glut. 

The United States has almost a 
third again as many commercial 
olT-farm elevators as it did only 
four years ago. Their capacity now 
totals 2.8 billion bushels. But It 
also harbors twice as many gov- 
ernment steel storage bins with a 
capacity of 850 million bushels, 
plus a variety of previously untried 
structures ranging from circus 
tents to ships. 

Inside all of them are the big- 
gest stores of wheat, corn and 
other grains collected by man. The 
wheat alone, of which the govern- 
ment owns OS per cent, now adds 
up to 1,020,000,000 bushels. Turned 
Into bread it would feed every 
American a pound loaf every week 
for the next eight years. 

Eighty per cent of the bread- 
grain rests In country or terminal 
elevators. The largest single unit 
of these— with a capacity of 50.300,- 
000 bushels— stands In Oklahoma. 
Kansas, however, provides the 
greatest aggregate elevator capac- 
ity, outpacing Texas which led the 
list a few years ago. 

Wheat not In elevators is cither 
in transit, in bins or ships. Until 
1949, wheat had not been stored in 
ships. That year 20 million bushels 
were put away in the moored Hud- 
son River fleet 

Today 81 million bushels cram 
the holds of 357 Liberty-type ves- 
sels in the James and Hudson 
River fleets, at Astoria, Ore., and 
Olympla, Wash. Excellent grana- 
ries, ships will do even more wheat 
duty soon. 



Efficiency Down 
During Heat Wave 

CHICAGO — Stenographic errors 
Increase 1,000 per cent as the tem- 
perature increases from 78 to 96 
degrees a survey taken during Chi- 
cago's heat wave revealed. 

Among typists, errors increased 
from an average of 11 per hour to 
more than 95 per hour as tempera- 
tures rose from 78 to 98 degrees. 

The survey, made by the Chi- 
cago manufacturers of air diffus- 
ing and electrical equipment, also 
showed that in other lines of work 
efficiency increased by more than 
50 per cent as the temperature fell 
off to the optimum of 78 degrees. 
One manager reported his com- 
pany had kept statistics during 
hot and cooler periods of summer. 
He said a definite unit of work In 
a drafting operation was chosen 
as an example. During the eleven- 
day heat wave in early August, 
statistics showed that 564 work 
units were produced in 282 man 
hours. After the heat wave broke. 
In the same length of time and 
for the same kind of work, 807 
work units were produced In 220 
hours. 



U. S. Is Medical Magnet 
For Foreign Physicians 

CHICAGO — The United States 
has become a "medical magnet" 
for physicians in Europe, Asia, 
Africa and Latin America. 

More than 5.000 foreign physi- 
cians came to this country during 
the year 1954-55 for study accord- 
ing to a survey by the Institute of 
International Education and the 
American Medical Association. 

They came from 83 different 
countries for internship and resi- 
dency training at hospitals in 42 
states, the District of Columbia, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Canal 
Zone. 

The survey of 1,177 hospitals in- 
dicated that there were at least 
5.036 alien physicians in training. 
Not included in the study were 
Immigrants and displaced persons. 



Students Dislike for 
Mathematics Studied 

DAVIS, Calif.— Why do some stu- 
dents dislike mathematics? 

Child development specialist 
Thomas Poffenberger and mathe- 
matician Donald A. Norton are 
trying to find out what, besides a 
natural ability, makes some stu- 
dents poor and others outstanding 
in algebra, geometry and calculus. 

In spite of more and more need 
for engineers, chemists, and physi- 
cists, proportionately fewer stu- 
dents are entering these fields in 
colleges and universities. 

The researchers are going to 
start their study in intermediate 
algebra courses. Students selected 
from the top and bottom of a class 
will be Interviewed in hopes of 
finding out what their attitudes, in- 
fluences of family, grade school 
teachers and friends.

Some of my favorite dishes ore 
Snuerbrfluten t Hosenpfeffer, Koe- 
nigsbcrgor Klops, Rinder Rouladen, 
and OphscrachAvanz Ragout, which 
Is Oxtail. Ragout in English, and out 
of this world in any language. 

Have two oxtails (approximately 

2 pounds) disjointed. Wash them 
thoroughly and dry them on a 
towel, then dredge them with sea- 
soned flour. 

How to do It 

In a heavy skillet -heat 4 table- 
spoons of bacon drippings, then add 
the oxtails, % cup each of chopped 
onions, chopped carrots, and chop- 
ped celery stalks, and 1 clove of 
garlic, crushed. Brown these over 
a fast flame for, 10 minutes, stirring 
constantly with a wooden spoon. 

Next, transfer the mixture to an 
iron stewpot, and add a large bay 
leaf, crumbled, % teaspoon of dried 
thyme, 2 tablespoons of chopped 
parsley, 1 large can tomatoes, 12 
small peeled white onions, salt and 
popper to taste, y* teaspoon of 
ground cloves, and enough beef 
bouillon and dry red wine (in 
equal parts) to cover the mixture. 
Bring the whole slowly to a boll, 
then cover, and transfer to a 350 
degree oven and let it cook for two 
hours. 

One half hour before serving 
add 1 cup of sliced mushrooms, 
and continue cooking gently. To 
serve, place the contents of the pot 
on a deep, hot platter. Heat about 

3 tablespoons of brandy in a large 
ladle, set the liquor alight, and 
sprinkle the flaming brandy over 
the contents of the platter. 

Kidney Soup 

The Germans have a mighty tasty 
coup, which, for me, is a one dish 
dinner. They call it Nlercnsuppe, 
which in English Is kidney soup. 

You first cut 2 veal kidneys into 
thin slices, removing any useless 
sections. Then, in 'a skillet, heat 3 
tablespoons of butter and gently 
saute in it 3 little green onions 
(bulbs and tops) chopped, and % 
cup of fresh mushrooms, chopped, 
until brown. Then add a crumbled 
bay leaf, a pinch each of dried mar- 
joram, thyme, and mace, and 'the 
sliced kidneys, and . let all cook

These drivers say that whatever 
the driving conditions, ease off the 
gaa sooner. Attempt to bring your 
vehicle to a complete stop with the 
minimum use of the brakes. Do 
not bring your vehicle to a Jolting 
stop. When approaching Intersec- 
tions, traffic signs or signals and 
dangerous stops, after easing off the 
gas rest your foot on the brake so 
that If a sudden atop Is necessary, 
you will be prepared to make It. 




Make sure that there Is plenty of 
■pace between your vehicle and the 
vehicle In front of you. Do not 
"crowd" vehicles aa a sudden turn 
or stop by the auto you are follow* 
log may result In a disastrous acci- 
dent for you. 

Yield the right-of-way to all other 
vehicles and all pedestrians.

With the first Bigna of chilly 
autumn weather, rata anil mico 
invado buildings, searching for 
shelter nnd n constant food supply 
for the long winter months ahead. 
If you prepare for the annual in- 
vasion, however, you can hend off 
their dnmngc-dcaling activities. 

An effective anti-rnt nnd mmisa 
campaign, nccording to mnny pest 
control specialists, includes these 
three steps: 

One — Remedy poor sanitation. 
Two— Hntproof buildings, when 
practical. 

Three — Place rat bait nccording 
to directions. 

To assure good sanitation, re- 
move nil rubbish piles, nnd stack 
lumber nnd firewood neatly on 
racks at least ono foot above 
ground level, 

Kntproofhig, 
Step No. 2, can 
effectively keep 
rnts nnd mico 
out of corn cribs, 
granaries, ware- 
nouses, and nil 
other places 
where feed is available, Bulletins 
describing ratproofing methods 
may be obtained from your county 
agricultural agent. 

Baiting is the third and most 
effective blow in the autumn anti- 




rat campaign. Outstanding among 
the available rat nnd mourn; killers 
is warfarin, n potent substance dis- 
covered in tho laboratories of Dr. 
Karl Paul Link, Biochemistry 
Dcpt., University of Wisconsin, by 
Dre. Mark A. Stahmann, Miyoshi 
Ikawn, and Link. 

Warfarin bait is recommended 
because: 

It kills all 
species Of rata 
and mice com- 
mon to tho 
United States; 
it is a slow killer 
and docs not 
create bait shy- 
ness; no pro- 
baiting is re- 
quired; no tolerance develops; it 
is easy to use; it may be used in 
any climate or scaBon at any tem- 
perature; it is comparatively Bafa 
to use; and it may bo purchased as 
a ready-mixed bnit, ns n concen- 
trate, or in water soluble form. 

In using warfarin bnit, it must 
bo made nvailablo to the rats and 
mico at all times. Bait stations — 
shallow containers protected with 
a board or a wooden box — are nor- 
maily examined nnd replenished 
every 48 hours. A limited number 
of permanent bait stations will 
kill newcomers and control 
rcinvaston.
